REMARKS 

In the Office Action, Claims 1-29 were examined. Claims 1-10 stand rejected and Claims 
1 1-29 were allowed. In response to the Office Action, Claims 1-10, 21 and 26 are amended, no 
claims are cancelled and no claims are added. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of 
pending Claims 1-29, in view of the following remarks. 

L Objection to the Abstract 

The Examiner has objected to the Abstract for containing an undefined acronym; namely, 
"SIMD." In response Applicant has amended the Abstract to define the acronym and comply with 
the maximum 150- word requirement. A replacement Abstract is attached hereto. 

H. Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. §101 

The Examiner rejects Claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention is 

directed to non-statutory subject matter. Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

In response, Applicant has amended the preambles of Claims 1 and 7 to recite: 

An article comprising a machine readable medium that stores data 
representing a predetermined function, the predetermined function comprising: 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 1 and 7, as amended, are directed to 
statutory subject matter, as required by 35 U.S.C. §101. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 
requests that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the rejection of Claims 1 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 
§101. 

Regarding Claims 2-6 and 8-10, Claims 2-6 and 8-10, based on their dependency from 
Claims 1 and 7, respectively, are now directed to statutory subject matter. Consequently, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the §101 rejection of Claims 2-6 
and 8-10. 

Regarding new Claims 30-33, new Claims 30-33 recite patentable claim features, which are 
neither taught nor suggested by the references of record. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request that the Examiner allow new Claims 30-33. 

DI. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant notes with appreciation the Examiner's indication that Claims 11-29 are allowed.
